An American's Experience in 


Franco-Prussian 'War.

Twenty years ago, when the Prus- 


sians, like a ring of iron, drew their in-

them.

from the sale of swamp lands in 
Oneida county to its state indebted- 
ness." Last winter the towns of Peli- 
can and Eagle River, claiming there 
was no warrant for such application 
of this money—the drainage fund as 
it is called—presented to the county 
hoard claims for the amount of 
money derived from 
the sale of 


swamp lands within their limits 
since the organization of the county, 
claiming- that the conntv 
practi- 


cally had the money from the state, 
since it had been used to pay the 
comity's debt and bv rights belonged 
to them. 


The amount of swamp lands is not 


the same in each town and the town 
ofAlinoajua had no t-taim while the 
town of liaglc River had $5,000 and 
the towns of Pelican and Ilazclhurst 
had over $13,000.

were allowed by the county board. 


The greater part of the of the 


Land, Log & Luml>cr co.'s land 
is in Minocqua and they, of course, 
prefercd to have the county keep the 
money rather, than have it go to 
towns in which they have little 
property. It will l>e readily seen that 
by refunding this money to the 
towns it practically increases 
the 


tax of the Land, Log & Lumber co. 
about $SOO. The only point in this 
case is a legal one. It is whether the 
special law for Lincoln count)' also 
applies to Oneida county. 


The chairmen o) the towns sav 


that in presenting these claims to 
the county board they did so on the 
advice of able attorneys and that 
they have no fears as to the result. 
The town board of Pelican meets to- 
day and it is said will instruct their 
attorneys to fight the case vigor- 
ously. 


Whatever may be the result of the 


fight over tccnicalitics and the con- 
struction of this special law, there 
can be no question about the unfair- 
ness of taking the money belonging 
to the towns to pav the comity's 
debt.—Herald.

A. FEARFUL DISASTER. 


PERTH, May 14.—An immense water- 


spout burst Friday in the neighborhood 
of the collieries situated in the city of 
Fuenfkirchen, the capital of the county 
of 
Baranya. 
The 
huge volume of 


water inundated the surrounding coun- 
try and poured in a great stream into 
the mines, floodingthem in a very short 
time and causing a terrible loss of life. 
Thc water poured into the mines so 
qnickly that the unfortunate men 
who 
were 
engaged 
at 
work 
in 


the lower levels received no warning 
of their danger and before they had a 
chance to escape they were struggling 
in the torrent which had almost in- 
stantaneously . ingulfed them. 
They 


struggled desperately to reach the 
shafts or parts of the mines which 
seemed likely to afford them a place of 
safety, but the water 
rapidly, rose 


higher and higher, and in a short time 
every avenue of escape was shut off 
and the men perished miserably. 


It is known that twenty-two men are 


dead in one pit alone and that many 
more have lost their lives at other 
points. The water did not reach to the 
upper levels and the miners working 
in these portions of the mines made their 
way to the surface as quickly as possi- 
ble. As soon as the disaster which had 
overtaken their fellow-workmen was 
learned the survivors, with the assist- 
ance of many of those who had flocked 
to the mouths of the pits, made hurried 
preparations to go to the i-escue of the- 
men hi the flooded levels. 


ANOTHER M1XK HOKROR. 


BUTTK, Mont., May IU.—A cave-in oc- 


curred in the Anaconda, mine Saturday 
afternoon.
